Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6, 7 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The term "suddenly" in claim 6 is a relative term which renders the claim 
indefinite. The term "suddenly" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not 
provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the 
art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 

In claim 10, lines 3-4, the phrase "the roller segments and, if present, knife 
segments... etc." is indefinite and vague. Examiner cannot determine whether the 
features stated above are present or not present in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
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only If the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 and 6-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Turunen, U.S. Patent No. 5806783. 

With respect to claim 1 , Turunen 783 shows a winder comprising a contacting 
roller (14) placed against the periphery of a reel (1 3), wherein the contacting roller is 
divided into at least two roller segments (14a, 14b) of which at least one roller segment 
(14a) has an engaging mechanism (27) which can engage and disengage 
independently of a different roller segment, see figure 2. 

With respect to claims 6-7, Turunen 783 shows a main roller segment (14a) and 
at least one subsidiary roller segment (14b), each having a contacting mechanism (27) 
disposed at an oscillating link (15 which can pivot against the reel), each subsidiary 
roller segment can be shifted with its contacting mechanism independently of other 
roller segments of the contact roller into a first position and a second position 
(contacting roller and not contacting roller), see figure 2. 

Claims 1-2 and 6-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Frank et al., U.S. Patent No. 6659388 B2. 

With respect to claims 1-2, Frank '388 shows a winder comprising a contacting 
roller (4) placed against the periphery of a reel (7), wherein the contacting roller is 
divided into at least two roller segments (4, 4) of which at least one roller segment (4) 
has an engaging mechanism (2) which can engage and disengage independently of a 
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different roller segment and shift axially (13 or the beam which can be manually 
adjusted by removing the screws) relatively to the reel, see figure 1 . 

With respect to claims 6-7, Frank '388 shows a main roller segment (4) and at 
least one subsidiary roller segment (4), each having a contacting mechanism (2) 
disposed at an oscillating link (1 which can pivot 3 against the reel 7), each subsidiary 
roller segment can be shifted with its contacting mechanism independently of other 
roller segments of the contact roller into a first position and a second position 
(contacting roller and not contacting roller), see figures 1-2. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-5, 8-9 and 1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 10 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
